WASHINGTON (AP) - Western 
foreign ministers were reported 
today to have made good prog­ 
ress in agreeing on military, po­ 
litical, and other countermeasures 
that may be used by the Allied 
powers against Soviet pressures 
on West Berlin. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and the foreign ministers of Brit 
ain, France and West Germany 
were scheduled to wind up their 
three-day Washington conference 
early this afternoon. 
Rusk was scheduled to go to 
New York Sunday for the open­ 
ing days of the U.N. General As­ 
sembly, beginning Tuesday, and 
for exploratory talks on Berlin 
with Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei Gromyko.

The foreign ministers meeting 
with Rusk—Britain’s Lord Home, 
France’s Maurice Couve de Mur 
ville and West Germany’s Hein­ 
rich von Brentano—are reported 
to consider the Rusk-Gromyko 
probing operation of crucial im­ 
portance. Britain, and apparently 
the United States, favor an East- 
West foreign ministers meeting on 
Berlin in October or November if 
Gromyo brings word that Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev is ready for 
negotiations on what the Western 
powers would consider reasonable 
terms.

He cites the respon siv e chord he 
has 
stru ck amon g y ou n g people on college cam ­ 
pu ses, poin tin g ou t that on ly a few y ears 
back it was n ex t to impossible to fin d a 
self-professed con serv ativ e on an y campu s. 
Bu t 
sim u ltan eou sly 
Sen . Goldwater 
im ­ 
plies that the slan derou s con n otation foisted 
u pon the con serv ativ e label is an d alway s 
has been a frau d. He believ es the Am erican 
people are an d alway s hav e been ssen tially 
con serv ativ e in their thin kin g abou t 
the 
proper relation ship between them selv es as 
in div idu als an d their gov ern men t. 


IF THIS IS TRUE, then the u psu rge of 
con serv atism which Sen 
Goldwater is pro­ 
motin g is n ot the birth of somethin g n ew, 
bu t a chan ge in attitu de abou t somthin g 
that has been arou n d sin ce the fou n din g 
fathers drew their blu eprin t. 
Sen . Goldwater has taken the offen siv e for 
the con serv ativ e cau se, an d he is u rgin g 
those who agree with him to do the sam e 
He started by throwin g off the cloak of po­ 
litical fear abou t bein g called a con serv a­ 


tiv e, an d he u rges others to do the sam e. 
He is plu ggin g for political realism in the 
party of his choice as well as in the gov ern ­ 
men tal sy stem he seeks to preserv e. 
If the Un ited States really is powerfu l, 
wealthy an d dedicated to hu man freedom ,, 
he believ es it shou ld con du ct its foreign af­ 
fairs in that m an n er. 
If the v oters of the Un ited States really 
do cherish their in div idu al liberties, 
their 
econ omic adv an cem en t, their political her­ 
itage, he 
believ es they 
ou ght to rise 
u p 
again st the pressu re sy stem which seeks to 
con v in ce them they are in capable of decid­ 
in g what is good for themselv es. 
To do that, Sen . Goldwater say s, it is n ot 
n ecessary , or ev en desirable, for all Am er­ 
ican s to con form to ev ery dotted T ” an d 
crossed “ t ” in pie-in -the-sky platform s pu r­ 
portin g to show the way . Con formity is the 
an tagon ist of freedom; it is what con serv a­ 
tiv es foresee in the ev er-broaden in g grasp 
of Big Brotherism in W ashin gton .' 


SEN. GOLDWATER is n ot so u n realistic 
as to try to create the idea that his popu lar­ 
ity arou n d the n ation in dicates ev ery body 
agrees with him on ev ery dotted " i” an d 
crossed “ t” . 
Bu t he believ es a m ajority of Am erican s 
agrees with him on the fu n dam en tals

Then there wou ld be n o more qu estion 
abou t the respectability of bein g a con serv a­ 
tiv e.

It Was a Mighty Battle

go's Katan ga prov in ce this week wou ld mean 
n o more than the latest drill of the Podu n k 
Dru m an d Bu gle Corps, ex cept for on e thin g. 
On e belligeren t is a shadow military force 
wearin g the in sign ia of the Un ited Nation s. 
Asiatic In dian s, Eu ropean Swedes an d off­ 
shore Irshmen were the U.N. troops. Their 
gen eral is from In dia 
Dag Hammarskjö ld, 
U.N. secretary -gen eral, was en rou te from 
headqu arters in New York City when Elisa­ 
bethv ille was ablaze with gu n s. 
The m ilitary ev en ts at Elisabethv ille re­ 
flected the policy of the Un ited States, which 
su pports the Un ited Nation s 
What happen ed there? 
Probably n 
o t h i n 
g con clu siv e happen ed, 
thou gh the ou tcome of skirmishin g between 
Katan ga troops n d U.N. troops is reported 
to hav e been a v ictory ' for the latter. 


THE MOST SIGNIFICANT resu lt was the 
departu re of Presiden t Moise Tshomhe an d 
his right-han d m an , Godefroid Mu n on go, for 
parts u n kn own . This may hav e m arked a 
clim ax in the pu shin g-ou t process that began

Katan ga prov in ce was u n willin g to throw 
in its lot with the wild an d u n disciplin ed 


tribal-m ash 
spu rred 
on 
by 
ex trem in sts 
like Patrice Lu mu mba after the Con go was 
cu t loose from Belgiu m on Ju ly I, I960. 
Its leader, Tshombe. believ ed Lu mu m ba 
an d his faction were dom in ated by Com­ 
m u n ists. He m istru sted them an d all other 
Con golese politician s who threaten ed to m ake 
a mockery of in depen den ce from Belgiu m. 
Tshombe n ev er qu it m istru stin g the politi­ 
cian s who tried to u n seat him so K atan ga 
prov in ce cou ld be in tegrated in to the R e­ 
pu blic of Con go. This drew to him the im ­ 
placable opposition of U.N. officials try in g to 
pu t the repu blic on its feet.

He su spects they are try in g to prov e that 
the han d is qu icker than the ey e; that they 
are try in g to distract atten tion 
from

thin g by makin g a fu ss ov er an other thin g. 
This in v ites the specu lation that ru n s on 
en dlessly abou t Khru shchev an d the Com­ 
m u n ist Con spiracy . 


RUSSIAN COMMUNISTS u n der Khru sh­ 
chev m ay be try in g to keep the world from 
little n otin g or lon g rem em berin g ev iden ce 
that Red Chin a is flou n derin g. 
As the rocket-rattlin g partn er of the Sin o- 
Ru ssian ax is, the Sov iet Un ion may be flex ­ 
in g its m u scles to draw atten ton away from 
a weaken ed fellow con spirator. 
Or some political situ ation in side the So- 
ciet Un ion may m ake it desirable for Khru sh­ 
chev to assert him self v igorou sly at this time, 
a mon th before the con v en tion of the Ru s­ 
sian Commu n ist party in mid-October. 


This wou ld be easy for Am erican s to u n ­ 
derstan d. 
It wou ld be the sam e 
blu ster 
their own politician s do so well ju st before 
political decision s are made. 
Khru shchev , like all top m em bers of the 
Commu n ist hierarchy , m u st fight for his su r­ 
v iv al. Frol Kozlov , secretary of the cen tral 
com m ittee of the Ru ssian Commu n ist party , 
is back in atten tion . At the age of 52. he is 
the logical su ccessor to Khru shchev an d, like 
m an y a logical su ccessor, he may be m ak­ 
in g the m an abou t to be su cceeded wan t to 
han g on a little lon ger. 


THERE IS ANOTHER possibility . 
Un rest in Ru ssia an d the satellite cou n tries 
m ay hav e reached su ch an acu te stage it 
is n ecessary to ex ercise the m ilitary might 
they hav e been bu ildin g with their au stere 
ex istan ce. 
It is dou btfu l that the Berlin crisis an d th« 
n u clear tests are m an ifestation s of stren gth. 
That is on ly the illu sion they are su pposed 
to create. 
It is more probable the Khru shchev regim e 
has been forced to adm it weakn ess, for rea­ 
son s still n ot kn own bu t which will be, when 
kn own , ev iden ce of weakn ess.

Lau sche say s he is blockin g the ex ­ 
pen ditu re of as mu ch as 530 million for a 
federal bu ildin g on the site of the New York 
fajr becau se it wa s agreed when Con gress 
approv ed New York as the site of the fair 
that n o federal m on ey wou ld be sou ght. He 
thin ks the agreem en t shou ld be hon ored. 
The fair is a straight-ou t com m ercial v en ­ 
tu re. If it’s a good show, it will draw en ou gh 
cu stom ers to m ake ev ery body happy , an d 
the cu stom ers them selv es w'ill be easier to 
please if they w eren ’t clipped for 530 mil­ 
lion in adv an ce.

“The y ou th who driv es at a 
high rate of speed behin d an oth­ 
er car on a grav eled road is v ery 
apt to get a win dshield chipped 
or a headlight broken ,” he said. 
“ The on e who in sists on his 
legal right of way an d will n ot 
y ield to a car m akin g an illegal 
en try or the boy who ign oies in ­ 
tersection s becau se he has right 
of way , is v ery apt to be in ­ 
v olv ed in an acciden t; w hereas 
the m ore cau tiou s boy wou ld n ot 
be in the sam e situ ation .”

There wou ldn ’t hav e been an y 
debate in Con gress if some well- 
kn own reporter had gon e to the

Berlin

What Jack P aar did was to 
talk briefly to 15 or 20 soldiers 
ou t of the m an y hu n dreds scat­ 
tered in side the city alon g the 
borderlin e.

their home town s. This was. of 


cou rse, to prov ide some paren ts 
or relativ es back home a chan ce 
to see their lov ed on es.

AMERICANS watchin g the pro­ 
gram n ot on ly saw pictu res of 
the way a city has been sealed

There was, for in stan ce, a pic­ 
tu re of a big han dbill, 
tu rn ed 
toward E ast Berlin , proclaimin g 
that citizen s of West Berlin had 
offered a $2,500 rew ard for in for­ 
mation that wou ld lead to the 
captu re of the Commu n ist who 
shot an d killed a teen -age y ou n g­ 
ster as he sou ght to swim to 
freedom from E ast to West Ber­ 
lin . The boy had reached the 
West Berlin side an d was clear­ 
ly ou t of East Berlin when the 
Commu n ist bu llet en ded his life 
There was n o ex cu se for the 
m u rder. 
It so happen s that a 
photograph of the killer was ob­ 
tain ed, an d it was placed on the 
poster. So soon er or later on e 
Commu n ist 
m u rderer m ay pay 
for his crim e. 


To m an y watchin g the show 
the thou ght m u st hav e occu rred 
that those m em bers of Con gress 
who becam e so v ehem en t ov er 
the filmin g of the show might 
better hav e spen t their tim e ex ­ 
pressin g a sen se of ou trage ov er 
the 
m u rder of 
this an d other 
E ast G erm an s who had risked 
their liv es to escape their Com­ 
mu n ist prison . 
This West Berlin - East Berlin 
affair isn ’t ten sed u p ev ery min ­ 
u te of the day . There are hou rs 
of mon oton y , an d hen ce a film­ 
in g of the scen e with a few sold­ 
iers on han d didn ’t affect an y 
military - operation s at all. Bu t in 
presen tin g 
worth-while 
in forma­ 
tion —or ev en propagan da again st 
Commu n ism — the Jack Paar 
show was an effectiv e piece of 
work. 
He deserv es n ot brickbats bu t 
applau se for his rev elation of the 
hu man story behin d the Berlin 
crisis. 
On e thin g that can be said for 
the critics is that, by their ad­ 
v an ce comm en ts, they helped to 
boost trem en dou sly the au dien ce 
for the show on Tu esday n ight.
